They also nttaoked the vil- 
lage of Mar.ijilik, killed many Mussul- 
mans and committed many offenses 
against law and order. The authorities 
of Arabgnir discovered 40 bombs which 
the Armenian agitators had buried in 
order to blow up public buildings, such 
as the barracks, the palace of the £OV- 
ernor, the military storehouse and the 
like. The fire that broke out in the oity 
originated from bombs prepared for that 
purpose. The Turkish population of 
Arabguir oeing attacked by 3,500 riot- 
ers, perfectly armed and equipped, tele- 
graphed to the imperial government for 
protection.

ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAY 


One of the foremost institutions of 


this city is, of course, the Lima 
Electric Street Bail way. embracing 
seven miles of track and equipped 
with electricity throughout. 
Veati- 


buled'cars are used, running on a 
schedule of five minutes' headway be- 
tween cars, and the two main lines 
crossing each other at the public 
square, where T» erected a neat little 
transfer station with comfor&ible 
waiting room for the accommodation 
of passengers, who are thus enabled 
to reach any part of the city lor one 
fare. This transfer station is one of 
the most convenient accessories of 
the system and has eone a long way 
in proving Mr. Townsend's efforts to 
give the people of Lima a first-class 
street railway service, and one ex- 
celled by but few large cities. Con- 
siderable opposition to the location 
of this station was manifested at the 
time ot its erection, but time 3ias 
proved Its benefit to the general pub- 
lic, aad it may now be regarded as a 
permanent fixture '•£ much utility. 


Another convenience 
which is 


highly appreciated, especially by the 
Market street patrons ol the line, is 
the change recently made in putting 
on a Market street car which is run- 


ag to the depot at regalar intei- 


vals. 


Power for the seven cars operated 


by the company is furnished by the 
overhead trolley system from a power 
house centrally located on the line 
near Main and Water streets. Gene- 
rators used are the Thomson-Houston 
500-volt machines, run by Dick & 
Church compound engines of one 
hundred and twenty-five horse-power 
each. In the selection of these en- 
gines, as in every other respect, the 
best of judgment has been displayed 
In fitting up the power house, as Mr. 
Townsend informs us that there are 
no better engines made than these 
As an evidence of this, attention is 
called to the difference between the 
service now rendered and that given 
when the power was tarnished by the 
Electric Light and Power Co. These 
engines run on an average of 18 hours 
s day sad aerer cause any trouble 
from shut-downs. They can be de- 
pended upon at all times 


Adjacent to the power house is the 


car barn, where cars are kept daring 
Che night, and next to this is the 
machine shop, where the company 
makes its own repairs. 


A recent change for the benefit of 


the men in the operating department 
has improved the service and resulted 
in a muBb more agreeable service to 
the employes 
Where there were 


formerly two men to each car, one 
working lOi hours and the other 
seven, mere are no?7 three men to 
two cars and each works 11] hours.

will bo found an excellent imitation 
of eugiu red work of the finest kind, 
anu ifte effect, if u good design ba 
cho&en, will bo most delicate and 
beautiful. Just a whito fronted de- 
sign on the cle.ir glass looks very 
well, bur the worker will soon be 
ambitious of better things. 


A Dretty piece of the work shows 


a loose bunch of oxoyo daisies and 
field gr:i.s>es burned into ordinary 
cli ar piatt. gLisr. The design wheu 
fir-,1 executed had a frosted appear- 
ance, but this was removed by care- 
fully scrapin™ oft" all roughness with 
a sharp knifo, thus leaving tho 
dait-ies and grasses in clear outliiie. 
Tho work in that state was beauti- 
ful, but it was made more so in tho 
following manner: A layer of gold 
paint was carried entirely over part 
of tho design, nil the etched lines 
being filled with it. 


To effect this a pad of soft cloth 


was used damped with turpentine 
to remove all tho gold on the Cat 
surface between the lines. An ordi- 
nary paper stump -with rag over it 
was used to clean off the rest. This 
left merely a fine gold tracery on the 
glass, and on turning the plate it 
seemed to stand in relief on its sur- 
face, though it actually only showed 
through from tho other side. A 
thick coat of ivory enamel was then 
laid on, great care being taken not 
to drag up tho gold from the hues. 
This gave the effect of ivory and 
gold from the other side and ren- 
dered the glass opaque. 


Any other lustra or metallic paint 


may beuaecl instead of gold, and the 
color of tbo enamel may bo chosen 
to suit the fancy. In working in re- 
member that the point must be kept, 
at almost white heat, thsit it must. 
bo perfectly clean, and that it must | 
not be used for wood scorching ] 
Should tho point be insufficiently 
heated no amount of force vrillafCoct 
the glass, but it will injure the point 
itself. The pressure on the point 
mnst be firm and steady, but not 
hard. It is not well to work too long 
upon one spot, for the heat should 
be distributed as much as possible. 
The special point for glass pyrog- 
raphy is furnished with an inner 
mechanism for generating heat, and, 
though the work may bo done with 
an ordinary point heated to almost 
white beat, btill the process is tedi- 
ous and the tocl will soon bo too 
nmch damaged for further use.— 
Buffalo Express.
